EVERY BODY’S BUSINESS 


Carelessness is responsible for 97 percent of all our 
forest fires. This is a serious indictment of our interest in 
our own welfare and that of our neighbors. In too many in- 
stances this carelessness results in the destruction, not 
of the careless one’s own property, but of someone not 
even known to him. 


Thoughtlessly thrown lighted cigars, cigarettes and 
matches from moving vehicles by hikers, hunters and 
fishermen; the careless burning of debris during hazar- 
dous periods, high winds or in dangerous locations; im- 
properly extinguished camp or cook fires — all add up to 
the CARELESSNESS: that means serious loss of property, 
disruption of industry and farm work and unnecessary ex- 
penditure of town and state funds. 


It points to the need of eliminating CARELESSNESS 
so far as it concerns fire from our daily life. The rules 
are simple — your cooperation is earnestly solicited. 

1. Be careful with fire in or near woodlands. 

2. Be sure that all lighted material — cigars, cigarettes 

and matches — is completely out before discarding it. 
Use ash trays in autos. 

3. Secure the required written permission to burn from 
your local forest fire warden when the ground is not 
completely covered with snow. 

4. Insist that others be careful and comply with burning 
requirements. 

5. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected and 
aid him to extinguish it.

As a result of your favorable vote at the last school dis- 
trict meeting, an addition has been made to the Center 
School in Newbury. Now we have two excellent class- 
rooms, a fine kitchen, and an extra room which can be 
used for many purposes. At the present time, it is being 
used as a lunch room. The basement has been extended 
so that there is an excellent place for the children to 
play during stormy days. 

This is the fourth building program in which | have 
been involved in the past three years. Although Newbury 
was the smallest project, I feel safe in saying that New- 
bury received as much or more building for the money as 
any of the other towns. A great deal of credit is due 
Clarence Perry and his two fellow board members, Char- 
lotte Allen and Harold Folsom. Clarence, in particular, 
spent hours and hours on the project. It was due to the 
efforts of the school board that we have such a fine ad- 
dition at so small a cost. You may well be proud of your 
school building. Special credit should also be given to 
Mr. Goubert for providing the sketch for the new building 
and the building committee which spent so much time 
during the planning stage. Mr. Collins, the contractor, 
did a fine job, was very cooperative, and was not sparing 
of the quality of material that he used. Mr. Arthur Rowe 
did his work in his usual quiet and efficient manner. 

There are many things that eventually should be added 
to the new building. A floor washing machine should be 
added to the equipment and a vacuum cleaner that would 
pick up water. There should be some sort of protection of 
cellar windows so that water would not come into the 
cellar from a driving rain storm. Another possibility would 
be folding lunch room tables of varied sizes to fit the needs 
of the children in the two rooms. 
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There has been one change in the teaching staff. Miss 
Ella Perham, who had been with us some time, resigned 
to get married. Her place was taken by Mrs. Pauline 
Goodhue of Webster. 

The new building permits much greater cooperation be- 
tween the two teachers and allows us much more flexi- 
bility and better supervision. The larger children play 
out back and the smaller children play in front of the 
building. The important thing is that diversion is based 
on interest, not on grades. Some of the third and fourth 
grade boys are still in the Cowboy—Indian stage while 
others want to play baseball or football, so now they can 
make their choice. Moreover, I like the high iron fence 
in the front of the building. It makes a much safer place 
for children to play. 

[ am sure that we are all proud and pleased with our 
new building, and that we will work together to take full 
advantage of the opportunities that it offers us. It has 
been a busy, but pleasant year, and | appreciate the 
cooperation | have received from the parents, teachers 
and Board.
